Harding today received the plea of the 
Philippine parliamentary mission for a 
grant of independence to the Filipino 
people and promised a reply setting 
forth the views of the executive next 
Thursday. 
Establishment by Filipinos 


of a stable government in the Philip- 
pines has fulfilled the only stipulation 
laid down by the United States govern- 
ment for granting of independence to 
the islands, the president was told in 
the statement presented by the Philip- 
pine parliamentary missicn. 


The statement read by Manuel L. 


Quezon, president of the Philippine sen- 
ate, and twenty-seven other members of 
the mission, reviewed the situation of 
the Filipinos and reiterated their aspir- 
ation for "national existence." It quot- 
ed former President Wilson as calling 
the attention of congress, in December, 
1920, 
to establishment of a successful 


government in the Philippines and re- 
minding congress of the obligation to 
grant independence to the Filipinos. 


Mr. Wilson's recommendation, the 


statement continued, was made after th» 
governor general of the Philippines had 
officially certified that a stable govern- 
ment had been established. 


"We beg to submit," says the state- 


ment, "that the same stable govern- 
ment exists today." 


The present mission, it was pointed 


out, represented all the insular political 
parties and was sent to Washington by 
the Philippine legislature to ask for 
complete and absolute independence of 
the Philippines." 


Any danger of foreign aggression 


against the Philippines, which may have 
been feared, the president was told, has 
been eliminated through the actions ol 
the Washington conference.

Under the recent agreement be- 
tween the factions favoring and op- 
posing (he treaty( a coalition panel of 
candidates was presented to the peo- 
ple, apportioning in the parliament 
at approximately the same ratio as 
shown in past tests of strength in the 
Dail Eireann. 


A number of independents, however, 
have entered the fi^ld in an attempt 
to overturn the paijel on the treaty 
issue, and it was pa .this phase of the 
struggle that interest mainly centered 
as the polling began. 
Estimates were that at least fifteen 


of the independents would be success- 
ful, with the anti-treaty party losing 
ten and the pro-treatyites five seats. 


The Anglo-Irish treaty, signed last 


December, under which the Irish Free 
State is being created, provided for 
the formation of an Irish parliament. 
The act to give the treaty effect, 
passed by the British parliament in 
March, stipulated that elections to a 
provisional parliament for the Free 
State should be held "as soon as may 
be" after the passage of the act. 
These are the elections being held in 
Ireland today. 
The parliament so 
elected is to pass upon the constitu- 
tion for the Free State under which a 
permanent parliament for Southern 
Ireland will be chosen. 
Lacking any constitutional division 


of the country into districts for the 
present election, the act of the British 
parliament stipulated that the pros- 
pective members be nominated from 
ihe constituencies which elected mem- 
bers to the parliament chosen under 
the Government of Ireland act of 
1920. Elections were held in South- 
ern Ireland that year under this act. 
but the parliament never came into' 
being. Instead the members elected 
were declared by the Irish Republican 
government at that time to constitute 
the membership of the Dail Eireann, 
or Republican parliament, which, 
since the adoption of the Anglo-Irish 
treaty, has been allowed by the Brit- 
ish government to function as virtual- 
ly the recognised' legislative body for 
Southern Ireland. It was the Dail 
Eireann, for instance, which passed 
upon the Anglo-Irish treaty itself, 
ratifying it. as will be recalled, by a 
majority of seven votes.

"BUFFALO BILL" BORN IN IOWA 


William Frederick Cody, "Buffalo Bill," was 


born in Scott county, Iowa, February 26, 1846. 
His father was killed in the Border war irxKan- 
sas, which lasted from 1854 to 1859. Cody was 
a pony express rider in I860 and 1861, For the 
next four years he served as a government scout 
and guide and as a member of the Seventh Kansas 
cavalry, 
His name, "Buffalo Bill," originated 


from the fact that he furnished the Kansas- 
Pacific railway with all the buffalo meat required 
to feed 'the laborers engaged in its construction. 
In 18 months, in 1867 and 1868, he killed 4,280 
.buffaloes. From 1868 to 1872 he was again in 


i government service, serving as scout and guide in 
| operations against the SiouJc and Cheyennes. He 
'was'a member of the Nebraska legislature in 
' 1872 and joined the Fifth Cavalry as a scout in 


i 1876. As a Wild West show leader "Buffalo Bill" 
\ was successful from (1883 to 1913, when he retired 
;to privato life in Wyoming. He died January 10, 
11917, at Denver, Col.—Kansas City Times.
